Reason For Traffic Tickets 

An article that may help temper the "beefs” of 
motorists tagged for seemingly harmless traffic of¬ 
fences appears in the March 20 edition of the Satur¬ 
day Evening Post under the heading “I’ll Give You a 
Ticket Every Time.” 

Written by a San Francisco policeman, it applies 
equally well to Canadian cities and towns—wherever 
the arm of the law may reach out and hand you a traf 
fic ticket for some apparently trivial offence like going 
through a stop sign, exceeding the local speed limit or 
double-parking. 

Every time a motorist commits one of these of¬ 
fences or a similar violation of the traffic laws, says 
the writer, he is just playing tag with the law of aver¬ 
ages. The author explains from experience just what 
the low of averages can produce in the way of acci¬ 
dents, even from these minor traffic offences. Getting 
a traffic ticket or two may break a motorist of a bad 
driving habit and, in so doing, may someday save his 
life. As the writer says: “The law of averages isn’t 
pretty—it starts working against you the first time 
you go through a stop sign without a full stop,” and 
he then shows that it’s just a question of time until 
your bad driving habits bring death or injury to your¬ 
self or someone else. 

Next time you gef a traffic ticket in Calgary or 
Lethbridge or even in Vulcan don’t consider it as 
“tough luck”. If it makes you a bit more careful in 
your driving habits, it might, in the long run, be “good 
luck” for you. • . , - ’ -

Rusty Gruiu Betties Active 

Rusty grain beetles were recent¬ 
ly observed in approximately 3500 
to 4000 bushels of wheat. This par¬ 
ticular wheat was harvested dry in 
1952, and was stored in a partition 
ed oil area in =t large machine 
shed. No floor hid been provided 
When this wheat was observed 
during March 23 it was found to 
be heating and carrying a large 
population of rusty grain bet-ties. 
The experience el this particular 
farmer points out the advisability 
of periodically examining all stor¬ 
ed grain. This is not the' first in¬ 
stance where dry grain has be¬ 
come infected with the rusty grain 
beetle in Southern Alberta, other 
cases have beer) observed by var¬ 
ious agricultural workers in re¬ 
cent months. 

Pruning-Trees and Shrubs 

Most authorities recommend 
late winter and early spring as the 
best time for pruning, however it 
depends somewhat on the kind of 
tree or shrub to be pruned. Very 
severe and unnecessary pruning 
has been found to haye a weaken¬ 
ing effect, especially on the root 
system. Limited pruning has a stim 
elating effect, and often produces 
stronger growth than usual. Un¬ 


wanted or undesirable branches 
should be removed at their point of 
origin on the main trunk A stub 
should not he left where a branch 
has been removed Stubs prevent 
smooth healing, and w^f .t they (Jie 
they become a sou: ce of disease 
and decay. 

Shelterbc-lt’ trees should require 
very little pruning, except the re¬ 
moval yf broken or dead branches. 
This recommendation is made be¬ 
cause ample branching from top 
to bottom is desirable in order for 
the shelterbelt to give maximum 
protection from the strong winds 
for which Southern Alberta is well 
known. 

Spruce trees or other coniferous 
trees require- .very little if any 
pruning, except for the removal ot 
double tops. 1 ' 

The elm pi-ubalfly requires more 
pruning than most other shade 
trees grown in Alberta. It should 
be pruned annually in order to 
avoid poor crotches and top heavy 
branches. If the elm is not careful¬ 
ly pruned, it will suffer damagi? 
from high winds. 

• If the Manitoba maple is pruned 
in the early spring some bleeding 
usually occurs, however this is 
rarely serious, and seldom proves 
injurious 

When pruning flowering shrubs, 
it is necessary tj be familiar with 
their habit of blooming. Lilacs pro¬ 
duce their bloom on the previous 
seasons growth, roses on the other 
hand, send out a new growth from 
the main shoot, which- later pro¬ 
duces blooms. Lilacs should be 
pruned after the blooms have fad¬ 
ed. For shrubs such as the rose, 
which bloom on current seasons 
growth, heading back severely to 
keep the bush in proper shape and 
proportion, is the recommended 
practise.
